Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 3 and 17-18, the instant application is directed to a 

system and method for speaker modeling, verification and/or verification. Each of independent 

claims, combining some well known features in the art, identifies the uniquely distinct features 
of: 
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estimate a background model based on a library of acoustic data from a plurality 
of background speakers; 

frain a set of Gaussian mixture models (GMMs) from a library of acoustic data 
from a plurality of reference speakers and the background model; 

estimate a prior distribution of speaker model parameters using information from 
the trained set of GMMs and the background model, wherein correlation information is 
extracted from the trained set of GMMs; 

estimate a speaker model for said one or more target speaker(s), using a GMM 
structure based on the maximum a posteriori (MAP) criterion. 

8. The prior art of record, Kuhn et al. (US 6,343,267), (US 6,697,778) and (US 6,141,644 
Bl), Hebert et al. (US 6,401,063) and Peter et al. (US 6,499012), provided numerous teachings 
and techniques of speaker recognition/verification/identification, including dimensionality 
reduction for speaker normalization, speaker and environment adaptation, using eigenvoice 
techniques based on maximum likelihood estimation, providing adapted model via MAP, MLLR 
and MLED; providing speaker verification and identification based on a prior knowledge and 
speaker models using a multiplicity of parameters, such as HMM or GMM; providing speaker 
verification by generating a biased normalizing template using speaker specific speech pattern 
and speaker independent normalizing template; providing hierarchical training of speech models 
for use in speaker verification. However, the combined features stated above, are not anticipated 
by, nor made obvious over the prior art of the record.
